It does not do to overlook the head 
altogether; one might get a blind horse 
that way. Yet the writer feels a good 
deal of sympathy with that professor 
of animal husbandry who, not long ago,

Place them in a cool and dar 
place, taking care that no foreign sub- 
stance is allowed to get into the cells 
to form a short cirenit, To put the 
batteries in service again, fill the cells 
with electrolyte of 1.180 specific gravi- 
ty and place on charge, 


If an ammeter and rheostat, or resist- 
ance are not to be had, and charging 
is to be done from a 110-volt direct cur- 
rent, lamps may be used—a six lamp 
receptacle in multiple or parallel. As 
a 16-candlepower 110-volt lamp /con- 
sumes, approximately, 44 ampere, and a 
32-candlepower 110-volt lamp 1 ampere, 
to obtain 3 amperes it will take six 16- 
eandlepower lamps, or three 32-candle- 
power lamps in parallel, And in the 
same way, for 1.5 amperes, three 16- 
candlepower lamps in parallel are re- 
quired. The same method may be fol- 
lowed on direct current cireuits of other 
than 110 volts, with lamps adapted to 
the voltage of» the circuit to be used. 
Vor instance, with a 220-volt eirenit, a 
16-candlepower 220-volt lamp will allow 
approximately ™% ampere to pass 
through it, requiring twelve lamps for 
3 amperes; and as a 32-candlepower 220. 
volt lamp would consume about % am- 
pere, six such lamps would furnish the 
required resistance for a.3-ampere cur- 
rent. Great care should be taken that 
a battery is charged in the right diree- 
tion, for if the connections are revers- 
ed, with the positive wire of the charg:

Engineers at that time rea- 
lized that if a gearset makes noise, the 
noise will be increased if the car body 
is built close around the gearbox, the 
body serving as a sounding board to 
take up the vibrations of the gearset 
and amplify them. This led some con- 
cerns to incorporate the gearbox with 
the rear axle—getting it as far awa 
from the body as possible and position- 
ing it where the noise would be as read- 
ily absorbed as possible. Other con- 
cerns have used heavy aluminum east- 
ings instead of lighter stampings be- 
eause the light stamping serves as a 
hollow case and increases the sound. 
These mre but some of the elementary 
probléms on quietness that have been 
solved in the trend of motor car ad- 
vance, 

It has, however, been with the motor 
that much effort has been spent in re- 
ducing noises Readers are familiar with 
inserting fibre disks Gr washers in the 
upper ends o. the push rods where they 
strike upon the lower ends of the valve 
stems, tne fibre absorbing the vibration, 
Then, too, some makers have inserted 
eprings in the push rod guides to hold 
the push rod rollers constantly against 
the camshaft and eams so as to avoid 
the slapping of the rollers against the 
cams, A few years ago the valve spring 
cover was brought out which complete- 
ly encloses the tops of the push rods as 
well as the valve springs, protecting 
them from dirt and insuring better lub- 
rieation o: them, but also deadening 
the sound caused when the push rod 
strikes upon the bottom of the valve 
stem, 

But as yet the question ef silence has 
only been touched upon. “The English 
makers have adopted the silent chain 
for driving the camshaft, and now Gon- 
tinental makers have gone still further 
and use the silent chain to drive the

To study still further the ramifica- 
tious of the noise problem in motors it 
is interesting to note that with many 
makers it is a question of whether it is 
better to give more power with more 
noise or less power and more silence. 
Engineers have long since admitted that 
the shape of the cam is a determining 
factor in obtaining power as well as in 
obtaining noise, Certain cam designs 
will give uigh power but are too noisy, 
whereas other cams are very quiet but 
do not give sufficient power, the result 
being that the engineer has had to se 
lect a middle course, one in which the 
maximum power with the minimum 
noise has been obtained. This js one 
reason why the motors on special rue 
ing machines are often very noisy, the 
cams having been designed solely to 
give power no matter how much the 
noise, 

Perhaps there is no other part of 
a car that is a greater offender in the 
matter of noise than poor cams, Every- 
one is familiar with noisy timing gears 
in a motor, In the davs when spur gears 
were used the offence was greater, but 
now that gears with spiral teeth are 
employed the noise has been reduced. 
To go still further, the worm has been 
introduceu with apparently no other 
reason than that of reducing the hum- 
ming of gears, The motor with the 
transverse shaft in front is becoming 
common in Europe and is gaining in 
America, It employs the worm drive. 
In rear axles the worm is taking the 
place of the bevel pinion on the rear 
end of the propeller shaft; and in chain 
driven cars it is being used in the gear- 
box to transmit to the jackshaft. Where 
gears must be used as in gearsets con- 
cerns have started to specialize on grind- 
ing the teeth to remove the high spots 
and achieve the nearest approach to ab-

IVE years ago a prize was offered by 
the Belgian Astronomical and 


Meteorological Society for the 
most successful short-period forecasts of 
weather This prize was won by Gab 
|r e] Guilbert, wk as published in book 
fe i detail exposition of the prin 
ci inderly is method. A review 
er in London Nature asserts that G 
bert has introduced two new prin 
into the art of weather forecasting, 
which have not been stated explicitly by 
any other writer on this subject We 
read: 

‘First, he invites us to compare the 


torce of the wind at the surface as ob 
served at the Various stations contribut 
ing to our daily weather reports with the 
barometric gradient at sea-level. If in 
any region the observed wind forees are 
markedly in excess of the normal for 
the prevailing gradient, a surge of high 
pressure in the direetion of the gradient 
may be looked for, and vice versa.

jIt follows from this general principle 
that a depression which is surrounded or 
all sides by winds in excess of the nor 
mal will fill up, whereas a depression 
surrounded by winds in defect will grow 
deeper. If the defect is great, a depres 
sion of small intensity will develop into 
a violent storm centre. A depression 
round whieh the distribution of wind 
force as compared with the prevailing 
gradient is unsymmetrical will move to 
ward the region of ‘‘least resistance,’’ 
i.e., the region where the winds are 
most conspicuously in defect,

reasons, in the first place, the wing 
beat is very rapid, giving an appearance 
of hurry and dash, and in the second 
some reason has to be found for the fre 
quency with which the bird is missed 
or, at any rate, does not fall to the shot 
Too often, alas! it falls many fields 
away. The bird may perhaps be classed 
with the wild duck, which often seems 
to possess a charmed life. An Indian 
sportsman of some repute could baffle 
the very best shots by a particular drive 
of duck over high trees. It was not un 
common at this particular spot to see 
the birds fly unseathed over a number 
of good guns, who were at a to 
explain their failure, The speed and 
height had a good deal to do with it 
The duck tribe has a wing-beat more 
powerful than any bird that flies corres 
ponding to the extreme weight of the 
body and the small spread of the in 
clined plane on which he is borne, But 
he has a greater defence that his speed 
The feathers on the breast of a duck in 
full plumage ure like bags of sand to 
a fortress, On a driven grouse you may 
hear the shot clatter, and yet see the 
bird carry on as if nothing had hap 
pened, But the grouse feathers are as 
nothing to the feathers of a duck, 
which will turn half a charge of small 
shot, and the joints of the wing are so 
strongly sinewed that only a shot quite 
in the right spot will arrest flight 

To give a purely personal experience. 
The most signal failure I ever witnessed 
was the bombarding of plover at flight 
ing time, The wind was high, the birds 
curveted and earacoled, dived and leapt 
in the air, wavered and scurried with 
the most eecentrie motion, like autumn 
leaves possessed of active power. Even 
when a bir. seemed to stop for a mo 
ment poised almost motionless it avoid 
ed the charge by some sudden °*jink’’ 
which baffled the more readily owing to 
the fading twilight.

priations,

business was disposed of, the meeting 
was thrown open for discussion. 

~ Premium Lists 

On motion, the premium list as sub- 
mitted at a previous meeting was pass: 
ed, The general plan of the list was 
approved, any minor changes to be 
left in the hands of the secretary. 

The committees in charge of the var- 
ious exhibits will work with him in 
effecting such changes as may be 
deemed advisable, It was, however, 
ihe feeling of the meeting that the 
general plan as laid down should be 
followed and the list prepared for the 
printers as soon as possibile in order 
that the delays of previous years 
might be avoided. 

Judges 

The secretary spoke of the judges 
for the 1911 exhibition, saying that, 
while the government supplied the 
stock judges, there had really never 
been a competent judge for the grain 
and grass seed exhibits, W. H, Fair 
iield replied that he thought he could 
cet a very widely known man here to 
act in this capacity—Professor B, C 
Buffum, of Chicago. Professor Buf- 
fum is recognized as a_ continental 
authority on.seed grains and grasses 
and has judged at the Interstate Dry 
Farming exhibitions and also at the 
St. Louis Exposition, The cost o 
bringing this man here would be ab 
out $100. A motion was passed auth 
orizing the secretary to communicate 
with him with this end in view. 

BE. N. Barker, of Cardston, will pro 
bably be the judge of the poultry ex 
hibit, 


City Grant 

The secretary stated that the gov- 
ernment grant of $2,250 had been re- 
ceived and handed over to the city. It 
was decided to ask the city council to 
make an appropriation of $1,000 to the 
society to cover the cost of advertis- 
ing and other incidentals in connec 
ion with the fair.

The president stat 
ed that the Edmonton Agricult 1 

clety were this year cxpending $362, 
100 for improvements. to their fair 
grounds and buildings, and would have 


to borrow every cent of it, while the 
loca] society were asking for only $100, 
000, and of this amount the small sum 
of $10,000 was ail that was now lack 
ing. He thought that the people who 
will have to vote on this bylaw should 
be made to understand this clearly. 
The building committee reported 
that they had gone over the grounds 
in the afternoon with Mr, E. L. Rich- 
1rdson, manager of the Calgary ex- 


|hipition, and thet he had made several 


s.8eesU0ns that would ald them in get- 
ling the best possible buildings and 
grounds for their money, He had sug- 
gested widening the main buildings 
to allow a row of exhibition stalls 
down the centre of the building. 
Whether or not this can be done using 
the present plan for the building will 
be found out from Architect Williams. 
It was thought, however, that it would 
require the substitution of pillars in- 
Stead of the truss work called for in 
the plans submitted, 

The main entrance building was also 
scored by Mr, Richardson, who thought 
that just as good a bullding could be 
erected for about $3,000, while the ap- 
propriation made at the society's last 
meeting called for an outlay of $10, 
000 for this feature, 

As the building committee had made 
arrangements with Mr. Richardson to 
meet with him at 9 o’clock for a discus. 
Sion of their plans and estimates, the 
meeting adjourned, subject to the call 
of the president, 

The adjourned meeting will be held 
as soon as the building committee has 
prepared a definite report for consid: 
eration,
